We are happy to contradict the paragraph inferted in fome 
of the papers of Saturday, which mentioned that very difagree- 
able accounts had been received from Gibraltar by Colonel 
Rofs, who, it was faid, arrived laft Wednefday ;—this latt 
circumftance is w:lpably erroncous, as the Colonel arrived near 
three weeks ago. The contents of the difpasches he brought, 
we are‘informed, were by no means diffatisfactory ; and, by 
accounts of a fubfequent date, we learn, that thegarrifon of 
Gibrakar was in perfeét health, and, with refpect Yo its forti- 
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fications and fapply of provifions, in as impregnable a ftate as 
when firft invefted. : . 

‘The Dutch have got commiffions from their Admiralty for 
privateers, but cannot get men to go on board of them. There 
is aCtually at Fluthing a privateer called the Niet Werwapt, 
which, though commiflioned a confiderable time ago, has not 
been able to put to fea but once. The command was given 
firft to one Brown, an Englithman, becaufe a Dutchman could 
not be found who would fail with her; but the Dutch com- 
plain bitterly that this man defrauded the proprietors of many 
things that belonged to them. They were not more fortunate 
in their next appointment of a commander: One William Hér= 
ries, a fubject of England, was the next; but the Darch fay, 
that he bafely fled from the fhip, and carried away: with him 
the boat, compafs, fome fwerds and piftols belonging to the 
veffel, and two ranfomers, taken from two fifhing foes’ the 
only prizes made by this privateer fince fhe has been in com- 
mifhion, Herries, it feems, after leaving the Niet Werwagt, 
got to Oftend, and arrived afterwards at Margate with the two 
ranfomers. The owners have now got a third Captain, but 
ftill be is not a Dutchman ; he is a Frenchman of the name of 
Turcq, who has been able to recommend himfelf to the Dutch 
by faying, that he ferved as firft Lieutenant on board the 
Dreadnought under Captain Fall; but {ftill, the owners cannot 
get their thip to fea ; fo that in fact England has fent out forty 
Jail of the line, within the {pace that die mighty Dutch ‘mer- 
chants are fitting out a fingle privatéer.

The difpatches are dated the zoth of Apguit, 
and bring with them the‘agreeable information of the fafe arri- 
val of all the German troops, together with the recruits, to 
the amount jointly of 3000 men. Sir Henry next proceeds to 
a minute defcription of the mach apprehended attack upon New 
York. He _ General Wathington appeared before it agree- 
able to the plan mentioned in the intercepted letters, in con- 
junction with Monf. Rochambeau, with a very formidable’ ar- 
my, and continued there fome days, but finding, upon accu- 
rate obférvation, that ‘the garrifon was too well fecured to ad- 
mit of any poflibility of a fuccefsful attack, they retreated pre- 
cipitately and took their ftation in a place called North Caitle, 
“in the colony of New-York, where they remained when thefe 
difpatches were fent off. All anxiety thercfore is now at an 
end as to the fecurity of this moft important garrifon. 

Difpatches were alfo received at the fame office, and by the 
fame conveyance, froin the Right Hon. Earl Cornwailis, which 
_are brought down fo late as the 12th of Auguft. His Lord- 
fhip’s accounts are almoft as favourable as thofe received from 
the Commander in Chief, All his men were in perfeé health, 
and he had taken poffeffion, in the name of the King’s troops, 
of the polts of Gloycefter and York, in the province of Virgi- 
nia. He has had no engagement of confequence fince his laft 
accounts, but has made the fuccefsful progrefs without much 
ob(truétion, and without the lofs of any of his men. ‘Thefe 
difpatches bring no information concerning the arrival of Ad- 
miral Digby at New-York, nor of Admiral Graves from San- 
dy Hook, from whence. it -is.inferred, that neither have been 
yet fortunate enough to reach the place of their deftination. 
Sir Henry Clinton mentions, that Sit Samuel Hood had failed 
for America, accompanied with only ten fail of the line, the 
remainder of the fleet, amounting to eleven fail, having been
